Typical  morning:  your  alarm  wakes  you  up.  You  quickly  throw 
some  clothes  on.  fix  up  your  hair,  rush  to  get  some  coffee  on  the  way 
to  school,  and  fly  into  the  school  parking  lot.  Luckily  you  get  a  good 
space.  Why  were  you  able  to  get  such  a  good  space?  Because  you  got 
to  school  before  7:00  AM!

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On  Tuesday.  September  1 1 .  2001 ,  at  8:45  AM  EST.  the  world  changed.  At  that  moment,  the  first  of  what  later  proved  to  be  a  catastrophic  chain 
of  events  was  executed,  immediately  attracting  the  attention  of  the  world  populace.  American  Airlines  Flight  11  out  of  Boston,  en  route  to  Los 
Angeles,  was  hijacked  and  sent  hurtling  into  the  North  Tower  of  the  World  Trade  Center  in  lower  Manhattan,  New  York  City.  Eyewitnesses  were 
stunned  by  this  horrible  accident.  Cameras  rushed  to  the  scene  and  soon  every  major  television  channel  was  airing  footage  of  the  burning  build- 
ing. Eighteen  minutes  later,  a  second  plane.  United  Airlines  Flight  175,  crashed  into  the  South  Tower.  What  had  previously  been  viewed  as  a  ghast- 
ly accident  had  suddenly  emerged  as  more  than  a  coincidence.  Two  planes  crashed  into  the  two  World  Trade  Center  towers  eighteen  minutes  apart. 
The  second  crash  had  full  media  coverage:  all  the  news  channels  had  their  lenses  pointing  at  the  towering  inferno.  For  nearly  half  an  hour,  America 
and  the  world  watched  as  icons  of  the  international  economy  burned  slowly,  emitting  vast  clouds  of  smoke.  They  watched  until  disaster  struck  else- 
where. 

The  media  turned  our  attentions  to  Washington  D.C.,  where  a  similar  catastrophe  had  befallen  another  major  U.S.  metropolis.  A  smaller  plane. 
United  Flight  77.  which  had  taken  off  from  D.C.  National  Airport  shortly  beforehand,  had  turned  and  headed  into  the  Pentagon  building,  causing 
another  devastating  crash.  Confused  and  shocked  by  the  rapid  fire  attacks  made  on  national  symbols,  America  could  do  little  but  watch  in  dread- 
ful anxiety,  thinking.  "What  could  happen  next?"  Their  worst  fears  were  realized  as  the  press  reported  another  downed  plane  in  Shanksville,  PA, 
less  than  an  hour  from  Pittsburgh. 

The  FAA  reacted  quickly  to  the  multiple  plane  crashes.  They  shut  down  all  New  York  airports  shortly  after  the  second  World  Trade  Center  crash. 
Minutes  later,  all  bridges  and  tunnels  were  closed  in  the  area.  A  national  panic  ensued  and  all  major  landmarks  were  evacuated.  The  White  House, 
the  Capitol,  the  federal  courts,  and  the  Treasury  were  all  shut  down  in  D.C.  alone.  Before  10:00  AM,  the  FAA  had  ordered  that  all  planes  over 
United  States  airspace  be  grounded  at  the  nearest  possible  airport.  International  flights  were  rerouted  to  Canada.  In  less  than  an  hour.  American 
airspace  was  empty.  On  average,  there  are  4000  planes  in  the  skies  over  the  United  States  at  any  given  time.  On  September  1 1 ,  by  11 :00  AM.  his- 
tory had  been  made,  for  there  were  none. 

At  10:00, 1,  like  most  residents  of  the  United  States,  was  intently  watching  the  news.  They  were  reporting  on  the  condition  of  the  Pentagon,  but 
still  maintaining  dual  coverage  in  New  York  City  and  Washington,  D.C.  I  watched  the  screen  as  they  explained  the  structural  damage  done  to  the 
Pentagon,  but  my  eyes  averted  to  the  other  camera,  as  I  realized  in  utter  disbelief  what  was  happening  in  New  York.  The  South  Tower  of  the  World 
Trade  Center  was  collapsing,  crumbling  down  to  nothing.  In  less  than  ten  seconds,  the  110-story.  1,353  ft.  25  year-old,  200  million  building  was 
reduced  to  rubble.  The  smoke  cloud  diffused  through  the  crowded  streets  of  lower  Manhattan.  By  this  time,  luckily,  the  evacuation  efforts  were 
at  a  maximum,  but  it  is  known  that  many  firefighters  and  police  officers,  including  trapped  civilians,  were  in  the  tower  at  the  time  of  the  collapse. 
Panic  had  enveloped  New  York  City;  all  modes  of  transportation  were  halted.  A  mass  exodus  out  of  Manhattan  began,  on  foot.  Long  before  any- 
one had  the  chance  to  fully  absorb  the  shock  from  the  collapse,  it  began  all  over  again. 

Reporters  shifted  back  to  Washington.  D.C,  where  it  was  apparent  that  the  wounded  section  of  the  Pentagon,  which  had  been  under  renovation, 
had  collapsed.  The  structural  damage  could  not  hold  a  candle  to  the  wreckage  that  was  crippling  Manhattan,  but  the  emotional  reaction  was  simi- 
lar. The  Pentagon,  a  symbol  of  the  nation's  governmental  strength  and  intelligence,  had  a  gapping  hole  in  its  side.  The  world  was  numb  by  the 
time  the  second  World  Trade  Center  tower  gave  way  in  a  surreal,  movie-like  fashion.  The  prides  of  the  Manhattan  skyline  had  been  leveled  in  less 
than  two  hours.  At  10:29  AM.  the  Empire  State  Building  reclaimed  its  title  as  the  tallest  building  in  New  York. 

The  attacks  subsided,  the  destruction  passed,  the  world  was  given  its  first  chance  to  take  a  recuperative  breath.  The  terror  in  the  streets  and  the 
sense  of  urgency  in  New  York  and  Washington  were  still  atrociously  high,  but  there  was  still  a  somewhat  relieving  feeling,  for  it  appeared  that  the 
threat  had  been  averted.  It  became  time  to  react.  New  York  Mayor  Rudy  Giuliani  expressed  his  sorrow  for  the  "tremendous  number  of  lives  lost." 
including  personal  friends  of  his  who  were  lost  in  the  dual  collapse  of  the  World  Trade  Center.  Giulani  admirably  maintained  composure  and  ratio- 
nality, advising  his  citizens  simply  to  "get  out."  He  showed  no  anger,  and  hid  his  grief  and  remorse  well. 

On  a  national  level,  President  Bush,  who  had  been  in  Florida  when  the  attacks  came,  made  his  first  public  address  to  the  nation  as  President. 
After  being  flown  to  a  military  base  in  Louisiana,  he  addressed  the  nation  and  said,  "Freedom  itself  was  attacked  this  morning  by  a  faceless  cow- 
ard ...  Freedom  itself  will  be  defended." 

Internationally,  most  of  the  world  has  expressed  nothing  but  sympathy  for  the  United  States.  The  European  Union  regarded  the  events  of 
September  1 1  as  a  "cowardly  attack  on  innocent  civilians."  and  the  Pope  referred  to  them  as  "inhuman  terrorist  acts."  In  an  interview  with  Shimon 
Peres.  Israeli  Foreign  Minister,  he  gave  the  United  States  a  strong  vote  of  confidence,  claiming,  "The  only  one  that  can  save  humanity  from  this 
terrible  danger  is  the  United  States  of  America."  Even  Palestinian  leader  Yasser  Arafat  expressed  his  sorrow  for  the  combined  tragedy  that  hit  New 
York  and  Washington. 

The  events  of  September  !  1 ,  2001 ,  have  been  equated  with  and  compared  to  several  historical  events.  Most  commonly,  the  events  of  September 
1 1  have  been  compared  to  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  in  1941 .  However,  the  death  toll  in  Pearl  Harbor  is  likely  to  be  far  exceeded  by  the  amount 
of  casualties  from  the  attacks  on  New  York  and  Washington.  One  reporter  stated  that  no  one  in  America  had  ever  seen  anything  like  it  unless  they 
were  present  for  the  fire  bombing  in  Dresden.  Germany  during  WWII.  Sadly,  this  single  act  grossly  outweighs  all  other  terrorist  acts  in  history.  In 
Oklahoma.  1 68  people  were  killed  when  the  federal  building  was  bombed.  Approximately  300  people  perished  in  the  airplanes  alone.  Thousands 
of  firel  ighters  and  police  officers  have  been  reported  missing:  the  level  of  casualties  will  be  more  comparable  than  a  w  artime  battle.  This  amount 
of  devastation  is  unprecedented  and  will  bring  about  great  changes  throughout  the  world.  It  has  scarred  American  history  and  will  not  go  unre- 
membered.

Senior  captain  James  Mitchell  placed  6th 
at  the  Framingham  Holiday  Tournament  at  130,  and  5th  at  the  Division  1  South  Sectionals  at  125;  he  finished  the  year  14-2  in  dual  meets.  Senior  captain 
Justin  Laramie  was  a  Framingham  Holiday  Tournament  Champ,  a  Woburn  Tournament  Finalist,  a  Division  1  South  Sectional  Champ,  a  Division  1  State 
Finalist,  and  placed  6th  at  the  Massachusetts  All  State  Championships;  he  finished  the  year  14-2  in  dual  meets.  Senior  Rick  Natichioni  also  battled  injuries 
to  help  out  at  heavyweight,  winning  several  key  matches  including  a  big  win  against  rival  Natick  High.  The  junior  class  stepped  up  as  well.  Bjom  Minde 
and  Dan  O'Connor  were  Framingham  Holiday  Champs,  O'Connor  also  captured  the  Woburn  Tournament,  defeating  a  defending  state  champ  in  the  finals. 
Among  the  juniors.  Matt  Barron,  Keith  Rovinelli,  Chris  Orme,  Aaron  Manders  and  Jeff  Thomas  finished  the  year  strong  along  with  sophomore  Kevin 
Hanlon.  Thomas  placed  5th  at  the  Division  1  South  Sectionals  at  135  pounds.  Junior  Joey  Peveri  also  helped  out  at  119,  but  bumped  up  to  130  at  Sectionals 
and  took  8th.  With  only  5  seniors  leaving  the  line-up,  next  year's  team  once  again  has  high  expectations  for  the  2002-2003  season.  With  fewer  injuries  and 
a  larger  squad,  next  year's  varsity  line-up  could  be  in  contention  for  the  Bay  State  League  title  and  possibly  a  state  championship.
